REGULATIONS 
ARE ISSUED 


Agreement has been reached be- 
tween provincial and dominion gov- 
ernments on the regulations governing 
the leasing of areas of land and water 
for fur-farming pw , according 
to Hon. George Hoadiey, mitiister of 
agriculture, who has approved of these 
regulations, as applied to this province. 

The minster may, subject to these 
regulations and any amendments 
made thereto, lease to approved appli- 
cants such areas of land, water or 
marsh areas as may be obtained under 
lease or otherwise from the dominion 
government. Where any land, water 
or marsh has been vested in the min- 
ister by the dominion, by lease or 
otherwise, leases granted shall be sub- 
ject to terms of the lease obtained 
from the dominion, represented by the 
minister of ‘the interior. 

$10 Deposit Required 

Applications shall be made to the 
department of agriculture, Edmonton 
and shall be in such form as the min- 
ister may approve of and shall be ac- 
companied by a fee of $10 which shall 
be held by the department pending the 
completion of or ref .al of a lease 
Should the applicant fall to execute a 
lease the $10 shall be forfeited, and 
be deposited in the general revenue of 
the province 

The area to be leased ordinarily wil) 
not exceed 640 acres but the minister 
may lease such greater area as he may 
consider to be reasonable, haying re- 
gard to the purpose for which the 
lease has been asked 

The yearly rental shall be 25 cents 
an acre of land, water or marsh as 
the case may be, payable yearly in 
advance for three years, after which 
the rent shall be $1 an acre yearly and 
if the rent is not duly paid the leass 
shall forthwith terminate and all im- 
provements shall, subject to contrar) 
directian of the minister become the 
property of the province. 

No lease shall be granted of any 
land held for parks, bird sanctuaries 
game preserves, public shooting 
grounds, or in unsurveved territory. 

Special Permit Provided 


The lessee shall not, during the first 
year of the term of the lease, trap 
any muskrats on the leased property 
except under a special permit issued 
for that purpose 

The minister may require that the 
~ublic shall have access to any leased 
body of water for watering stock, fish- 
ing or putting up ice for domestic or 
commercial use and that he may on 
giving at least six months’ notice in 


writing, terminate a lease or withdraw | 
any port;ton of it should it be in the | 


public interest to do so or for failure 
of the lessee to fulfill any provisions 
xf the regulations.
